| EDITORIAL NOTES. 

Beef and beef cattle are higher now 
than at any time since the close of the 
war. At this time last year the best 
native cattle sold in St. Louis at $5.70 
to $6 per hundred weight. They now 
command from $8 to $8.75. Last year 
the best Texas steers sold in St. Louis 
at $4 75 to $5—they are now wertb 
from $6 26 to $7. In Chicago last 
Saturday choice beef cattle sold at 
$12 50 per hundred weight on the 
hoof at the stock yards; porterhouse 
steaks were 30 cents per pound at the 
markets; sirloins, 25 cents, and round 

Steaks 16 cents. This is the highest 
price beef has ever reached in Chicago, 
and the probability is that it will go 
still higher. Farmers are sending their 
dairy cattle to the market, and the re- 
sult will be high-priced butter and 
milk, and a large market for oleomar- 
garine. This is a bad outlook for the 
people who have to buy and pay for 
beef, and it adds to the hardships of 
those whose incomes are small and 
fixed, or to wage earners whose wages 
have not been advanced. 


A letter from Luning, on the 
Carson & Colorado railroad says: Lun- 
ing may be said to be the base of sup- 
plies for four mining districts. Silver 
Star district lies almost directly north; 
New Boston, the once lively camp, on 
the south; Santa Fe, a promising min- 
eral region, on the east, and the fast 
becoming familiar district of Garfield 
on the west. The latter is plainly vis- 
ible from the town altbough situated 
eight miles away in an air line. Piles 
of ere, in sacks and ready for shipment, 
are stacked about the platform at the 
depot, giving the place an air of per- 
manency, frem a mineral producing 
standpoint. 

The following is from a circular of 
‘the Oregon Railread and Navigation 
Company, in answer to one of many 
questions propouaded by intending 
immigrants: Farm laber, $1 a day and 
board; harvest work, $1.50 a day.

A Deserter Outwits Two Vigilant Offi - 
cers ana Vamoses. 


Sergeant Cassidy and Corporal Bach- 
lor, from Company H at Fort Bid- 
well, went to Alcatraz_a few days ago 
with two prisoners, deserting soldiers. 
They returned yesterday morning, and 


as soon as they landed they began to 
fill up their tanks with cheering bev- 
erages. Durirg their cru’se among 
the saloons they ran acruss a fellow 
soldier from the fort who was stop- 
ping at the Palace, in citizen’s dress, 
under the name of Buros, while his 
right name was McCormick. The 
Corporal and Sergeant worked him for 
all the money he had, and when it 
was all gone, they arrested him as a 
deserter, and put irons on him, saying 
it was a military necessity, They took 
their prisoneer to a room in the Ar- 
cade, and while the Corporal was gin- 
ning up down stairs, the Seargeant 
was watching the prisoner up stairs. 
By and by the former got teo full to 
take his turn at sentry duty, and the 
Sergeant’s coppers getting hot, the 
latter slipped down for a drink, 
leaving the key of the irons under the 
pillow within reach of the prisoner, 
who released himself and skipped out. 
Then the Sergeant and Corporal had 
a riot all to themselves, and called 
each other hard names, each accusing 
the other of setting the deserter free.

A VILE CRIME. 


The Criminal Intimacy of a Father 
with His Little Daughter. 


| Eureka Sentinel, June 11.) 

Yesterday afternoon Constable Pen- 
rose brought down from Ruby Hill a 
12-year-old girl, who swore out a 
complaint for iacest against her father. 
She tells a sickening story. Her 
name is Minnie Eustice. She was 12 
years old last month. Her father’s 
name is James Eustice. He is a 
miner, and has been employed in the 
Richmond mine. He has three chil- 
dren, Minnie, and two others, a five- 
year-old son and a little daughter two 
years of age. His wife died the 15th 
of last November. He professed great 


grief ever the bereavement and ap- 
peared inconsolable. She had not 
been in her grave a week, however, 
befere he seems to have buried all de- 
cency and became a monster. 

On the 22d of November he gave 
way to his unnatural and brutish lust, 
and by force outraged his daughter 
Minnie, nok then 12 years old. 
says he has repeatedly done the same 
thing since, and always by violénce. 

She is a mere child in size and ap- 
pearance. She ‘s rather small for her 
age. She is a dark brunette, but has 
a clear, rich cemplexion. Her features 
are good, and she is what would be 
called a rather healthy, nice—lookirg 
little girl, She has very large, intel- 
ligent, brown eyes, and seems to be a 
very bright child. Since ber mother’s 
death she has done the work of the 
hovee and taken care of the other 
children. . 

When the complaint against her 
father was read to her, Justice Harmon 
asked her if she understood what was 
meant by it. She said yes. When he 
asked her if she understood the nature 
of an oath, she answered: “Yes; it 
means that if I don’t tell the truth, 
you'll end me to Carson. She then 
signed her name to the instrument, 
wiping the tes “om her eyes first in 
order o do so. While this was going 
on the excitement on ‘the street had 
brought a crowd to the front of the 
office, and the Judge ordered the door 
lucked to keep out the prurieut throng, 
After signing the complaint and re- 
asserting what it contained in answer 
to questions by the Justice, Minnie 
Eustice, joined by two girl companions 
of her oWn age, started home and 
walked back to Ruby Hill. 

It seems that the horrible crime had 
been known on the Hill for several 
weeks, but no one spoke to Eustice 
about it until yesterday, when a friend 
talked with him about the stories in 
circulation concerning him. He did 
not deny the heinous crime, but only 
exclaimed, as though in the utmost 
confusion: “ What shall I do? What 
shall I do?“ One of his friends ad- 
vised him to run away, which advice 
he took and skipped out abeut 4 
o'clock in the afternoon, towards 
Adams Hill. 

Eustice is well known heres He is 
a good singer and has a fine tenor 
voice. He used to sing in a quartette 
at political meetings in the late State 
election. He is a small, indifferent 
looking man, between 35 and 40 years 
of age. That he would have turned 
out to be such a fiend never was con- 
templated. 

Efforts had been made, but in vain, 
to have his daughter complain against 
him. But yesterday her ignorance of 
the ways of the law was taken ad- 
vantage of to induce her to do so. In 
order to get this means of proceeding 
against him she was told that if she 
would swear out the complaint he 
would be allowed to escape. She did 
so, when the officers, Sheriff Kyle and 
Constable Penrose, immediately went 
in pursuit of him on horseback. 

The affair has exited the profoundest 
indignation and disgust in the com- 
munity, especially so when it was wid 
that by intercourse with ber father 
the poor girl had become enceinte. 
This is an unfounded story and cannot 
be true fer physical reasons, the 
young victim not yet having arrived 
at puberty. 

Nothiug else hardly was talked of 
on the streets last night, and if it had 
not been known that the brute of a 
father was beyond their reach the ex- 
cited crowd would probably have 
hunted him out and given him a Hand 
ling of their own in anticipation of 
justice in the regular course of the 
law. 

The officers returned at 9 o'clock 
after a fruitless search for the fugitive. 
Sheriff Kyle has made every arrange- 
ment to secure his arrest to-day, if he 
has not gone out into the country. If 
he reaches the railroad he will be 
caught there, as telegrams have been 
sent all along the line to intercept him. 
Mr. Kyle authorizes us to say that he 
will pay $250 for his arrest and deliv- 
ery to him at the jail in Eureka.
